IMPORT FARM PRODUCE], 


WESTERN FARM METHODS ARE 
SEVERELY CRITICIZED , 


Mr. Lanigan Points Out That the 
Three Western Provinces are Not 
Supplying Sufficient Produce for 


Home Consumption—Wheat Pro. 
duction in Manitoba is Also De- 
creasing. 

Winnipeg.—Startling figures were 


given recently by W. B. Lanigan, as- 
sistant freight traffic manager of the 
OL RoR, 

He pointed out that the three west- 
ern provinces are not doing their duty 
and that the farmers do not realize 


the condition in which they are plac- | 


ing themselves, for vast quantities of 
food stuffs are being imported from 
the east, from the United States, and 
from abroad. 

“Last year,”’ he said, “one firm 
alone shipped in 1,000 cars of packing 
house products to supply the urban 
cities of the west. 

“In the same year $10,000,000 worth 
of horses were brought into Western 
Canada from the United States. Again 
between 200 and 300 carloads of mut- 
ton were shipped in for. the mining 
camps of British Columbia and a good 
deal of this came to Winnipeg. Also 
during the past winter months Winni- 
peg imported from Dakota and Min- 
nesota $10,000 worth of milk. 

“Another point to be remembered is 
that vegetables for Winnipeg and 
other cities in the west are daily im- 
ported from Chicago, and the Twin 
Cities. Potatoes are shipped as far 
west as Revelstoke, B. C., and are 
shipped as far east as Prince Edward 
Island. Again fresh beef is being im- 
ported daily which is killed in To- 
ronto, and no less than seven car- 
loads were brought in one day re- 
cently.’’ 

In other words, Manitoba, which 
boasts of its agricultural wealth, does 
not produce the stuff to feed its own 
cities and even the farmers them- 
selves are buying farm products. 
Eggs, butter, cheese also, are import- 
ed from Ontario, Wisconsin, Ne- 
braska and as far southwest as Cali- 
fornia, The province has devoted it- 
self to grain growing, until the wider 
settled portions of the country are 
choking out the products. Stations 
which formerly shipped a _ million 


bushels of grain during a season have. 


now dropped to between 100,000 and 
20,000 bushels, while the acreage re- 
mains the same. On the other hand 
there is no province where the land 
is more fertile and the opportunities 
as advantageous as Manitoba where 
Winnipeg is plein GectDuk ree 
market for all farm products. 


Thorough Survey of Jasper Park 

Winnipeg.—A. Wheeler, director of 
the Canadian Alpine club, Banff, 
Howard Douglass, commissioner | of 
the Dominion parks, Edmonton, and 
C. D. Wilcott, Jr., of the Smithsonian 
Institute, Washington, will leave Ed- 
monton for the end of the steel on the 
G. T. P., and from there they will 
take a pack train into Jasper Park. 
Dr. Wheeler has been commissioned 
by the G. T. P. to make a topographi- 
eal survey of the Jasper Park district, 
the Yellow Head country and the vi- 
cinity of Mt. Robson, the highest 
point in the Canadian Rockies. Dr. 
Wheeler is going to study the geo- 
graphical nature of the country and 
the natural history features. The. ob- 
ject of the tour is to secure informa- 
tion that cannot fail to be of the ut- 
most value to intending settlers in 
that part of the country and an ex- 
haustive account of ‘the survey will 
appear in book form next year. 


Lords Amend the Anti-Veto Bill 

London.—The house of lords by a 
vote of 192 to 486 passed the Earl of 
Cromer’s amendment to the govern- 
ment’s anti-veto bill. The amend- 
ment affects the clause empowering 
the speaker of the house of commons 
to decide what a money bill is, sub- 
stituting a committee of seven mem- 
bers from each house and permitting 
the speaker and chambermaid to vote. 
The amendment is designed to pre- 
vent the passing of general social 
legislation under the guise of financial 
measures, 


No Naval Display by United States 
Washington.—The Opposition on

ClimatologicakAsseciation held here. 

This does not mean that the 
juicy ‘‘fameuse’’? apple, known to 
all as being just about the most 
succulent edible the Provinee of 
Quebee produces, will be supplant- 
ed by Jamaican yams, nor that 
Montreal melons will be superseded 
in their glory by Florida oranges, 
but it dees mean that. there is a 
change coming over Canada climate 
One of the reasons given is that the 
thinning out of our forests makes 
the air less stagnent, that the snow 
melts more rapidly and that the 
thermomoter rises earlier than in 
the days when piles of snow might 
have been seen in the woods while 
the fields were bare and dry. On 
the other hand, it was pointed out, 
deforestation tends to drought, as 
the snow then all melts’ quickly 
causing a flood with no reserye of 
moisture. 

The fact that there is a climatic 
reciprocity between Canada and the 
United States, by virtue of which 
the latter export their heat waves to 
us, Canada providing them with 
cold feet in winter in return, was 
also alluded to despite the fact that 
the organization is non-political. and 
there was nobody present to urge 
legislation for or against the ex-
